The man wan brought to a New- 
custle hospital suffering from oan 
aneurism of the aorta, a disense in 
which the silghtest movement = is

The verts ia the main artery 
through which the heart pumps purl- 
fled blood for distribution over the 
body by smaller arterles 


Owing to the man's age and blood 
condition, the walls of the aorta be- 
came weakened at one point, with the 
result that a bulge known medically 
us an ancurism occurred, 

To avold overstruining hia weaken- 
ed heart the man had to le bedrid- 
den, able to move only cautlously to 
avold excruciating puin. . 

As a last resource he was taken 
to hospital, where gold wire wus 
used to reinforce the weakened 
aorta, in the same way that wire 

Is used to armour hoses carrying 

hich pressures, 

Reinforced by the wire, the aorta 
was reduced almost to normal size, 
and after months in hospital, during 
which he learned to wall again ond 
even take part in mild games, the

THAT CIANO HAS 
MET TESTS — 


(By STEWART BROWN) 
United Press Staff’ Correspondent 


Rome. 

Count Galeozzo Clano, husband of 
Benito Mussolini's favourite daughter, 
is completing with flying colours his 
second yenr as Italy's Forcign Mints- 
ter and Duce's No, 2 man. 

When in Junc, 1936, Mussolini put 
hls son-in-law in the Chigt Palace as 
foreign minister. many Fascists 
thought the youthful Count would 
certainly stub his toe and abruptly 
end his spectacular rise to power. 

They guessed wrong. The count, 
then 33, is now two years older and 
a much wiser and stronger man, He 
has consolfdnted his hold on No. 2 
position and, unless he unexpectedly 
starts sliding downhill just as fast os 
he came up, has a brilliant future 
before him. 


GROOMING IS APPARENT 


That Mussolini is grooming him 
ns a possible successor fs apparent, 


i That Cinno, spurred on by bis ambi- 


tious wife is preparing himself for 
the post is also plaln to everyone. 
But many Itallans, who have witnes- 


j sed the rise and fall of other “succes- 


sors.” stl retain a certain degree of 
scepjsism 

Clano apparently has all the 
Fascist requisttes for success: youth, 
courage, enterprise. In addition he 
is Intelligent, loyal, simple, genial 
und good-looking. His critics necuse 
him of two faults: insufficient force 
of character and a tendency to ape 
without success the gestures of his 
father-in-law 

But those who Iknow him best say 
that experience Is tempering: his 
character, When he first took over 
the foreiun ministry he trled to 
imitate his more forceful “boss” in 
manner of speech and gesture, His 
attempts to throw out his chin and, 
blow up his cheeks (in imitation of 
the Duce) brought down laughter on 
his hend. He now acts more 
naturally. His followers are In- 
creasing. 

JOB NO SINECURE 

Clano’s jfb has not been a sinccure. 
He took over the foreign office at the 
close of the Ethiopian war which Ieft 
in {ts wake a staggering number of 
delicate International problems. 

Enelond still had most of its home 
fleet concentratd In the Mcditer- 
raneun, The world, with the excep- 
tion of a few countries, was hostile 
to Mussolini's annexation of Ethiopia. 
The League's economic sanctions 
ngninst Italy had destroyed most of 
Itnly’s trade treaties with foreign 
countries. 

Italy had few friends and they 
were not very strong. Germany. 
for its own political reasons, was 
the only big Europan nation which 
had shown any sympathy with Italy 
during the Ethiopian war. It was, 
therefore, toward Berlin that 
Mussolini and Clano first cast their 
eyes when they began looking for 
allies to counter-act Franco-British 
entente. 

VISITED 

Italy and Germany 
themselves fighting 
with Franco's nationalists in the 
Spanish revolution. This Iced to 
closer political and economic Tela- 
tions. In November, 1936, Cilono 
went on his first important political 
mission when he visited Adolf Hitler 
in Berchtesgaden. i 

The Rome Berlin axis was forged 
at this meeting. For the next two 
years this axis was to be the dominat- 
ing factor In Itallan foreign policy. 
Originally forged to obtain Ger- 
miany’s help in Spain ond the 
Mediterranean, the axis eventually 
obliged Italy to sacrifice Austria fo 
Germany. * . 

Before he hod finished his first 
six months in office Cilano had suc- 
ceeded in getting Htalfan foreign 
trade, stagnant = since sanctions, 
moving again aos a result of new 
trade treatics with a number of 
countrics. . 

MADE. DIPLOMATIC TOUR 

To protect the Adriati flank, Clano 
set to work to make friends with 
Yugoslavia, which he had accomplish= 
ed by March, 1937. He ‘also visited 
Belgrade, Vienna and Budapest. 

In the meantime the Spanish crisis 
had become more ‘ncute and Clano 
consolidated. Italy's « relations sthl 
more with Germany. Ho prepared 
the visit which Mussolini .made to 
Hitler in September, 1937. On Ger- 
many’s invitation Italy . joined the 
Nippon - German . Anti ~ Communist 
pact. The triangle, Rome-Berlin- 
Tokio, entered a now phase when 
Italy, disgusted over the League's 
refusol to recognise the conquest of 
Ethlopla, withdrew from Genova in 
December, thus following the ex- 
ample of Germany and Japan. 

Mussolini’s forelgn polley of 
which Clanio has been the falthful 
interpreter, scored another success 
when Neville Chamberlain, British 
Prime Minister, in the interest of 
Anglo-Italian relations, forced the 
resignation of Anthony Eden, whom

mittedly he acts upon precise instruc 
tions imparted by his father-in-law, 
but his method of executing them has 
won him general praise. 


Count Ciano, like his father-In-low, 
was a journalist before he entered 
public life, Born In 1903, son of 
Admiral ~ Costanzo 'Ciano, young 
Galeazzo studied Inw. Too young to 
fight in the World War he joined the 
Fascist movement at the beginning 
and devoted himscif to “Journalism. 
He loved the profession and {ft only 
was on the express wish of his father 
that he went into the diplomatic ser- 
vice In 1925, He served first in the 
embassies of Rio de Janeiro | and 
Buenos Aires. He returned to Rome 
as o seerctary in the Italian embussy 
to the Holy Sce when he met and 
fell in love with Edda Mussolini, the 
Duce's favourite daughter. He mar- 
ried her in April, 1930, and wus 
transferred to Shanghai as Consul 
Gencral, leaving there as Minister to 
China in 1933, 


His father-in-lnw then placed him 
in charge of the Press Bureau, 
elevated to the rank of ministry In 
1935. The Count was 32 years old 
when he entered the cabinct. At the 
outbreak of.the Ethloptan war, Ciano, 
ns n pilot, was mustered Into service 
and commanded — the “Disperata” 
squadron in its hair-raising exploits 
in Ethlopin, He was the first Italian 
to arrive in Addis Ababa by airplane 
after the fall of the capital on May 
5, 1936. Returning to Italy he was 
made minister for forelgn affairs in 
June,

Austria Under 
Aryan Decree 


To Protect Race 
’ From Jows 


; Berlin, May 24, 

The Aryan decrees, which were 
enacted at Nuremberg on September 
15, 1935, will henceforth be applicd 
to Austria. 

A decree, published in Berlin to- 
day, states that the “Inw for the 
protection of the German race against 
contamination” has now been ex- 
tended in ‘scope to embrace the 
former Austrian nation. 

Under the terms of the decree Jews 
mny not marry: Aryans, and are 
generally restricted in other ways. 

The clause prohibiting Jews from 
employing German or other Aryan 
women under the age of 45 years 
will not be applied to Austria before 
August 1, however. 

With this exception, the decree 
awill be applied immediately.—Trans- 
Ocean. sacs

Carrington, a wealthy sugar plant- 
er, the owner of Ini ustry Plante- 
tion, one of tho Jargest ostates in 
that Colony. Ho received an cx- 
cellent education under private 
tutors ond later attended Lodge 
School and Codrington College, Bur- 
bados. Belng u younger son, how- 
ever, and, knowing thit his father's 
estate would, consequently, by the law 
of entail, fall to his elder brother, he 
accordingly dctermined to choose a 
mode of livelihood which would 
render-him independent of his patcri~ 
al fortune, and he therefore decided 
upon the Jaw as a career. With this 
end In view, he went to England 
where he entered Lincoln College 
and in 1972, graduated B.A,, and fn 
June of the same year wus called to 
the Bar at Lincoln’s Inn. 


Barbados Career 


The Island of his birth had a strong 
attraction for him and-after remain- 
ing in London for a short while, he 
returned to Barbados. Here he ser- 
ved in the capacity of Judge in the 
Assistant Court of Appeals from 1874 
to 1875. Contrary to the ancient 
biblical adage that “an prophet is not 
honoured {n his own country,” his 
success was practically instantancous 
ond his rise to honours was, to say 
the lenst, metcorle.

In 1882, Sir John {then Dr. 
rington) was appointed to the Chief 
Justiceship of the 
islands of St. Lucia and Tobago. He, 
moreover, administered the Govern- 
ment of the latter island from 1883 
to 1885,:and whilst serving in this 
capnelty, ‘showed his true legal 
abillty by preparing a revised edi- 
tion of the Laws and Statucs of 
Tobago. So well was the completion 
of this Inborious task received that 
he was named Acting Chief Justice 
of Grenada in 1886, and charged with 
the duty, of achieving, for the com- 
munity of St. Lucla, the same Joud- 
able result by compiling an 
‘new edition of the statutes which 
was completed and published in 
1989. Even before this task "was 
finished, his crudition won for him 
the appointment ‘in December 1888 
of Attorney Genernl for the Colony 
of British Guiana. Here he was 
Mkewise engaged in compiling for the 
Govérnment of that Colony 9 series 
of Bills relating to the Courts, re- 
organisation of Criminal: law an 
procedure, ete. This important work 
was completed in 1804, and indubit- 
ably won for him his next. important 
appointment—that_ of Chicl Justice 
for the Colony of Hongkong, in suc- 
cession to Sir Fielding Clarke who 
had been transferred to Jamuica In 
the same capacity. 


Upon his departure from British 


Guiana, the, Georgetown newspaper. 


Argosy said in part:

Carrington arrived in the Colony 
from England on May 13, 1896, and 
his appointment wes duly gazetted 
three days later.

“It-is hereby notified that, under 
instructions from the Right Honour- 
able Her Majesty's Principal: Seere- 
tary of State for the Colontes, His 
Excellency: the Governor has been 
pleased to appoint John Worrell Car- 
rington, Esq. QC. C.MiG., DCL. 
LL.D. .to be Chief Justice 
Supreme Court of Hongkong, in suc~ 
cession to His. Honour, Sir. Fielding 
Clarke, Kt.’ * 


Career In Hongkong

During his stuy of some six years 
in the Colony Chief. Justice Car- 
rington, in ai dition to hig duties in 
the Supreme Court, devoted a great 
deal of his time to, the promotion of 
education, He was ‘usually present 
at every annual prize giving and ‘it 
was hls wont on each occasion to 
“encouragingly address the boys, jm- 
pressing upon them the necessity for 
an attentive and painstaking school 
career in order to fit them thereafter 
for a successful life when school days 
were over.” : 


He was always a keen Volunteer, 
and during his tenure of office, took 
a deep interest in the -focal--Corps, 
and served us its commandant for a 
number of years. 


In his oMcial capacity, too, Chict 
Justice Carrington did a great deat of 
useful work. He compiled a revised 
edition of the Hongkong Ordinanccs 
which did duty for many years un- 
til clreumstances forced its further 
revision, and he was also responsible 
for the nmended issue of the Civil 
the Supreme Court, 
which he undertook whilst on leave 
to England in 1899. This was based 
on the old Code and some use was 
also made of tho Indian Codc,: al- 
though by far the largest quantity of 
new matter -was taken from the Eng- 
lish, Ruled of Court, being ndapted 
to local requirements.

The conference has o definite rule 
that all matches played by afiillated 
clubs must be !n strict accordance 
with the M.C.C. laws, and, there- 
fore, unless and until the council 
authorises an experiment of the 
elght.ball over, the clubs arc unable

Other ussociations and lengucs In 
the country have a similar rule. 

While there is still n strong opinion 
In club cricket circles against any 
alterstion in the present six-ball 
over, there !s also a growing fecling 
that. the elght-ball-over experiment 
should be carried out this scason by 
willing clubs, 

Tf the C.C.C, Is in favour of such 
an experiment, it Is probable that 
many clubs will experiment this scen- 
son. The club cricketers who are 
strongly in favour of Its ndoption, 
point out that In full and: half-day 
matches, it means a definite saving 
of time ag there would be fewer 
changes to be made in the field. 


In some experiments made in Lon~ 
don club matches lost season, it wos 
found that half an hour's extra play 
was gained ond drawn games were 
avoided, 

The argument submitted was that 
Jt was a question of the time a fast 
bowler would be bowling and not 
just a matter of his delivering elght 
balls to on over.

Under the terms of the decree Jews 
may not marry Aryans, und are 
generally restricted In other woys. 

The clause prohibiting Jews from 
employing German or other Aryan 
women under the aze of 45 years 
will not be applied to Austria before 
August 1, however. 

With this cxception, the deeree 
will be npplied Immedintely.—Trans- 
Ocean.

‘COLONY’S SCHOLARLY 
CHIEF JUSTICE —

AN especially promirient figure in the legal circles of the Colony 
during tho Into nincties of the last century and’ the first . 
years of the twentieth was the Chief Justice, Sir John Worrell’ 
Carrington, Kt, C.M.G., QC., F.R:GS,, D.C.L., LL:D. . He was 
though by no .means the moat -' 
learned—of ali that galaxy of brilliant legal minds who havo sat 
on the Bench since the establishment of the Supreme Court by

Sir John W. Carrington was 
born in.the Caribhean island of 
Barbados on May 29, 1847. Ho 
wag the son of Nathanie) T. W. 
Carrington, a wealthy sugar plant- 
er, the owner of Industry Planta- 
tion, one of the largest estates in 
that Colony. He received an ex- 
cellent education under private 
tutors and later ‘attended Lodge 
School and Codrington College, Bar- 
bados, Belng a younger son, how- 
ever, and, knowing that his father’s 
estate would, consequently, by the law 
of entail, fall to his elder brother, he 
accordingly determined to choose a 
mode of livelihood which would 
render him independent of his patern- 
a) fortune, and he therefore decided 
upon the law as a coreer. With this 
end in view, he went to England 
where he entered Lincoln College 


and In 1872, graduated B.A., ond in: 


June of the sume year was called to 
the Bar at Lincoln's Inn. 


Barbados Career 


The tatand of his birth had a strong 
attraction for -him and after remaln- 
ing in London for a short while, he 
returned to Barbados. Here he ser- 
ved fn the capacity of Judge in the 
Assistant Court of Appeals from 1674 
to 1075, Contrary to the ancient 
biblical ndage that “a prophet is not 
honoured in his own country,” his 
success was practically instantancous 
and his rise to honours was, to say 
the least, meteoric. He was appoint- 
ed a Justice of the Peace in 1874, and 
elected a Member of the Barbadian 
House of Assembly, where he sat 
from 1874 to 1873, and again In the 
year 1881. In addition, he was no- 
minated a member of the Legislative 
Council 
body he served until 1881. He also 
acted as Solicitor General for a year 
and in 1880 was appointed Attorney 
General,

straight question be asked: How 
much influence would the British 
Isles have ‘had in the present 
European crisis had it not been 
felt that the words of the 
Prime Minister of Great Britain 
were backed by the wealth and 
manpower of ‘the British Hm- 
pire?

Education, he received the thanks of 
the Government for his ‘services 
rendered In ‘Its cause, In fact, so 
sesteemed were his efforts in promo- 
ting the advancement of learning in 
Barbados that in 1880, tho English

him the honorary degree of D.C.L-— 
which incidentally was followed some 
yenrs later by an honorary LL.D. 
from St. Andrews. 


In 1982, Sir John (then Dr, Car- 
rington) was appointed to the Chief 
Justleeship of the 
islands of St, Lucia and Tobago. He, 
moreover, administered the Govern- 
ment of the latter Island from 1083 
to. 1005, nnd whilst serving In_ this 
capacity, showed his true legal 
ability by preparing a revised edl- 
thon of the Laws and Statues of 
Tobago. So well was the completion 
of this laborious task received that 
he was named Acting Chief Justice 


of Grenada in 1886, and charged with. 


the duty of achieving, for the com- 
munity of St. Lucia, the same toud- 
able result by compiling an entirely 
new cdition of the statutes which 
was completed and published in 
1889. Even before this task was 
finished, his crudition won for him 
the appointment in December 1888 
of Attorncy General for the Colony 
of British Gulana. Here he was 
Ikeewlse engaged in compiling for the 
Government of that Colony o series 
of Bills relating to the Courts, re- 
organisation of Criminal Jaw and 
procedure, ete. This Important worl: 
was completed in 1894, and fndublt- 
ably won for him his next important 
appointment—that of Chief Justice 
for the Colony of Hongkong, In stuc- 
eession to Slr Ficlding Clarke who 
had been transferred to Jamaica in 
{he same capacity. :

Upon his departure from Britlsh 
Gulana, the Georgetown newspaper 
Argosy said in part: . 


"It +y too.soon to review his carcer 
in this Colony, but we may assure 
our reintives In Hongkong that In the

harmonious terms with all: around 
him.” 


Carrington orrived in the Colony 
from England on May 13, 1896, and 
nis appointment wes duly gazetted 
three days Jater. The announcement 
in the Government Gazette of that 
date read: 


“It is hereby notified that, under 
instructions from the Right Honour- 
nble Her Majesty’s Principal Sccre- 
tary of State for the Colonics, His 
Excellency the Governor has becn 
pleased to appoint John Worrell Car- 
rington, Esq.,, @.C., C.M.G., D.C.L., 
LL.D. to be Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court of Hongkong, in puc- 
cession to His Honour Sir Fielding 
Clarke, Kt.” 


Career In Hongkong 


His reception here was Indeed a 
very warm one, and he was shown 
every token of the utmost cordiolity. 
Upon the evening of his:appolntment 
being gazetted, he was entertained by 
his colleagues of the Bar at a ban- 
quet, which was attended by the 
Governor, Sir William Robinson, the 
Colonial Seerctary, the Commodore, 
and the G.O.C, amongst others.

During his stay of some six years 
in the Colony, Chief Justice Car- 
rington, In addition to his dutics in 
the Supreme Court, devoted a great 
deal of his time to the promotion of 
etucatlon. He was usually present 
at every annual prize giving and it 
was his wont on erch  ocensian to 
“encouragingly nddress the boys, im- 
pressing upon them the necessity for 
an attentive and painstaking school 
carecr in order to fit them thereafter 
for a suceessful ilfe when school days 
were aver." 


He was always a keen Volunteer, 
and during his tenure of office, tools 
a deep interest in the local Corps, 
and served as its commandant for a 
number of years. 


In his official capacity, too, Chicf 
Justice Carrington did a grent denl of 
useful work, He complied a revised 
edition of the Honglsong Ordinances 
which did duty for many years un- 
til clreumstances foreed {ts further 
revision, and he was also responsible 
for the amended issue of the Civil 
Procedure of the Supreme Court, 
which he undertook whilst on leave 
to England in 1899. This was based 
on the old Code and some use was 
also made of the Indian. Code, al« 
though by far the largest quantity of 
new matter was taken from the Eng- 
lish Rules of Court, belng adapted 
to Jocal requirements. Both these 
war ke were thoroughly and carefully 

lone. : 


The great mass of legal research 
done ,by such an eminent jurist as 
Chief Justice Carrington won ita 
most fitting recognition in the con- 
ferring of a Knighthood upon him 
by Queen Victoria in 1897, shortly 
alter he hod established himself in 
the Colony. 


The Chief Justiceship of Hongkong, 


however, was his Jast official op- 
pointment, and he Ieft for England 
on retirement in. April 1902. His 
last years were spent in tranquil con~ 
tentment upon his estate at Kentons, 
Reading, and he died jn February, 
1013. ‘ aa

Warder And Murderer 
Succumb To Wounds 


San Francisco, May 25, 

RC. Cline, the prison worder who 
was attacked by Thomas Limerick, 
James Lucas and Rufus Franklin in 
an attempted break from famed 
Alcatraz Island prison in San 
Francisco Bay, has dicd from his 
injuries, 

The three men gained possession of 
a heavy hammer in the woodworking 
shop and slugged Cline an they at- 
tempted to fight thelr way to free- 
dom. 

Limerick and Franklin — were 
wounded by shots from other guards, 
who quickly ended the attempt. 
Limerick, who was serving a life 
sentence for kidnapping, hos since 
died of his wound, a bullet piercing 
his brain, 

The warder died in hospital on the 
mainland; to which he was removed 
after the uprising was suppressed. 
He was one of the oldest wardnrs in 
the famous Federal prison. 

Franklin and Lucas were under- 
going a 30-ycar sentence for an at- 
tempted bank hold-up. Franklin's 
gunshot wound Is not serious ond, 

. with Lucas, he will face trial and 
possibly execution in San Francisco's 
new lethal gos chamber for the 
murder of Cline, :

I have alnce leurnt from the 
secretary of the Club Cricket Con- 
ference that the question of authority 
or otherwise being given to the 
nMliated clubs is to be fully dls- 
cussed and decided upon ut the 
council meeting on April 29, 

The conference has a definite rule 
that all matches played by affliated 
clubs must be In strict accordance 
with the M.C:C, taws, and, there- 
fore, unless and until the councll 
nuthorises an experiment of the 
cight-ball over, the clubs nre unnble 
to do so. 

Other associations and Icagues In 
the country hnve a similar rule. 

While there is still a sirong opinion 
in club. cricket circles ugainst any 
alteration In the present - stx-ball 
over, there in also a growing fcellny 
that the cight-ball-over experiment 
should be carried out this scason by 
willing clubs.
